Bernard Fcnstcrwald, Jr., was the subject of 
applicant-type investigations in 1949 and 1959, which 
developed the following information which you may orally 
furnish to Assistant Attorney General Clyde Mason. 

Fcnstcrwald was born August 2, 1921. in Nashville, Tennessee, 
graduating from nnrvard University in 1912 with a Bachelor 
of Science degree and thereafter attending Harvard Lav/ School, 
narvard University, whore he was awarded a Bachelor of Lavs 
degree in 1949. The names of his mother and sister appeared 
on a list of delegates and members in 1942 of the Southern 
Conference fr Human Welfare, which has been cited by the 
House Committee on Un-AacrienD Activities. In 1956, while 
employed by the State Department, Fensterwald and his mother 
traveled to the Soviet Union. In addition to his employment 
>y the State Dcpartaont, Fcnstcrwald was also employed as • 
chief counsel of the U.S. Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure (the 
Long Coinni-ttec) . He has also been employed on the staffs of 
a number pf Senate comm i t toes.
